FINANCE  AND  COMMERCE 

If  the  .ill  imporMnt  matter  of  this  subject 
were  looked  into  thoroughly  and  thought- 
fully it  would  be  found  that  our  present 
financial  and  commercial  depression  is,  in 
a  great  measure,  due  to  the  compulsory 
extravagances  of  the  larger  portion  of  the 
middle  class. 

Extravagances  are  not  willfully  indulged 
in  but  the  exhorbitant  profits  which  the 
retail  merchants  place  upon  the  necessities 
of  Hfe  compel  the  people,  (especially  the 
middle  class)  to  expend  their  entire  income, 
making  the  luxury  of  a  Savings  bank  ac- 
count an  impossibility.

The  difference  in  the 
conditions  of  the  North  .American  and 
South  American  people  is,  that  in  the  for. 
mer,  competition  compels  the  retail  mer- 
chant to  sell  the  necessities  of  life  at  the 
smallest  possible  profits  while  here  the 
retail  merchant  want  to  clear  their  yeariy 
expenses  in  a  week  and  thus  inculcate 
extravagant  ideas  into  the  minds  of  the 
people,  milking  them  spendthrifts  and  "ne'r 
do  wells"-  Prove  to  the  middle  class  how 
they  may  save  loo  rs.  on  a  collar,  on  a 
necktie,  or  a  milreis  on  an  Umbrella  and 
they  will  gladly  take  advantage  ot  the  op- 
portunity to  husband  their  savings  which 
will  in  time  grow  into  substanrial  amounts 
and  at  this  same  time  make  the  future 
financiers  and  inerchants  of  Brazil  prud- 
ent and  careful.  It  is  a  fallacy  to  say  that 
the  store-keepers  can  not  sell  their  goods 
lowers  than  what  they  do  because  we  have 
a  proof  that  they  can,  for  instance  just  look 
at  the  collars  S.  Stanley  Jacobs  (of 
73  Rua  Sete  de  Setembro)  is  selling  for  a 
1$  just  the  same  as  the  other  stores  charge 
t$soo  for,  nekcties  which  he  sells  for  =$500 
cost  5$  elsewhere  and  so  on;  when  we 
have  more  fair  dealing  and  enterprising 
men  like  Mr.  Jacobs  we  will  have  more 
savings  b.anks  and  the  next  Brazilian  loan 
will  be  taken  by  the  people  of  the  country 
and  not  by  foreign  Bankers.

The  reporis  m  regard  to  Col.  Fncundo  Tavares 
are  conflicting.  According  10  one  telei-ram  his 
jailors  will  obey  the  order  of  the  .Supreme  Court 
for  presenting  lum  lo  that  court  on  the  I7lh  inst., 
while  another  telegram  a«serls  exactly  Ihe  reverse. 
Among  the  papers  capiured  hy  Apparicio  from 
Col.  Sampaio  on  Feb.  2S,  there  are  said  to  be  many 
documents  showing  that  a  want  of  harmony  nre- 
v.iils  among  the  casiilhislas  whose  communicalion^ 
to  each  other  are  sometimes  couched  in  auury  an.l 
even  insuhing  lani;nage.  Telles,  for  instance, 
accuses  Sampaio  of  hemji  insatiable  in  his  demands 
for  money  and  horses  and  of  limiting  his  activity 
to  cheers  f)r  the  republic.

Kepuitsofihe  Mrazilian  government's  intention 
10  remove  Dr.   Fernando   Alibot,   its    minisler  at 


:ider  the  new  conslilulional  amendment,  prohibit, 
ing  the  accepiailce  or  use  of  free  passes  by  public 
officers  of  the  .Slate,  and  making  il  a  misdemea- 
nour to  ask,  give,  accept,  or  use  such  passes. 
The  Commissioners  inslituied  proceedings  in  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  Slate,  and  applied  for  a 
mandamus  rerjuiiing  Ihe  Secretary  of  Slaie  to  issue 
such  passes  as  he  had  formerly  issued  to  iJiem  and 
their  employes.  Gnisiruin^  the  statute  in  ihe  light 
of  existing  laws,  the  judge  ruled  thai  the  constilu- 
lional  provision  prohibited  public  officers  from 
accepiing  free  passes  for  their  own  use  or  benefit, 
hut  did  not  projiihit  them  from  accepting  passes 
from  liie  Secretary  of  Slate  providing  for  their 
transportalioii  while  engaged  in  public  business. 
He  ordered,  therefore,  a  peremptory  writ  of  man- 
damus, and  the  Commissioners  wilt  get  their  pas- 
ses. The  decision  has  yiven  rise  lo  some  snrpiise, 
and  so  has  the  attitude  assumed  by  the   Commis.

In  some  localities  of  the  interior  of 
the  stale  sanguinary  contbcts  between  partisans 
and  opponents  of  the  Slate  government  are  of  fre- 
quent occurrence  and  in  others  bands  of  armed 
men,  who  seem  to  have  no  poiiiical  leanings,  are 
tolerated  bv  the  authouiies. 

In  Ihe  midst  of  ihis  state  of  alTairs  an  election 
was  recently  held  for  choosing  .1  new  chamber  of 
deputies  and  for  filling  eight  vacancies  in  the 
senate.  In  the  first  district  the  opposition,  as 
usual,  carried  the  election  by  a  large  majority.  In 
the  two  oiher  di.tncls  both  sides  claim  to  have 
won  :ind  iwo  sets  of  represenraiives  have  presented 
themselves  at  the  capital.  At  the  tirst  preparatory 
silling  of  the  chamber  of  deputies  each  of  these 
sets  (which  met  in  Ihe  same  hall}  elecled  its  tem- 
porar-y  officers,  and  in  this  way  they  continued  to 
hold  preparatory  sittings,  which,  as  the  duplicate 
assemblies  met.  as  weliave  said,  in  ihe  same  hall, 
we  imagme  to  have  been  somewhat  confusing

Wiiatever  may  be  said  of  Marshal 
Peixoto's  Administrnlion,  its  position  »&&ilg/ti£lo 
Government  was  undoulited,  and  any  orders  which 
it  gave  would  ceitainly  seem  to  be  binding  on  its 
■successors.  Tliis  does  not  appear  to  he  the  view  of 
the  present  Brazilian  Administration  ;  hut  it  is 
pretty  ceitaiu  that  the  European  factories  whicli 
have  commenced  wor!<  on  the  orders  given  will 
not  quietly  suhmit  lo  repudiation.  They  will  seek 
redress  fiom  the  merchants  who  pave  the  orders, 
flnd  the  merchants  will  have  to  look  for  redress  to 
the  Government  liom  which  the  orders  came.—

(30FFEE    Notes 

—The  municipal  chamber  of  Valen9a  has  pro- 
lested  against  the  plan  of  the  president  of  the  slate 
t>f  Rio  de  Janeiro  lor  the  free  shipment  of  coffee. 
Copies  of  the  protest  will  he  sent  to  the  other 
municipal  chambers  of  tlie  state. 

—A  very  interesting  circular  has  recently  lieen 
published  on  the  position  of  coffee  by  Messrs. 
SchofTer  and  Co.,  of  Rotterdam,  a  firm  which  for 
many  years  past  has  enjoyed  a  hi^h  reputation  in 
coffee  circles.  Want  of  space  prevents  me  from 
quoting  this  circular  in  ex/ensa,  but  I  am  able  to 
furnish  extracts  sufficiently  full  to  give  a  fair  and 
correct  idea  of  its  contents,  and  I  have  no  doubt 
that  many  readers  of  TAe  Statist  will  lie  glad  ol 
the  opportunity  to  become  acquainted  with  it. 

They  first  give  their  attention  lo  the  production 
ol  coftee,  and  adopt  (he  figures  given  hy  the  four 
leading  brokers  of  Rotterdam  in  their  annual  cir- 
cular, dated  25th  February  last. 

These  figures  are  as  follows  :  —

1893-94.  1894-95.  1895-96. 

9,2o2,oco  11,129,000  10,270,000 

The  figures  for  1893-4  represent  actual  procuc- 
tion,  while  thofC  for  1894-5  ^"'l  1^95-6,  of  course, 
are  estimates.  When  on  this  subject,  they  take 
the  opportunity  to  point  out,  and  with  much  truth, 
that  in  most  recent  years  it  has  been  the  custom  at 
an  early  period  to  publish  larger  estimates  ol  the 
crops  in  Brazil  than  subsequently  have  been  realis- 
ed. If  they,  at  the  same  time,  had  added  that  it 
also  had  been  the  custom  to  over-estimate  con- 
sumption, the  statement  would  have  been  equally 
■correct  and  more  complete.  This,  however,  was 
scarcely  to  be  expected,  inasmuch  as  the  mai" 
part  of  the  circular  is  devoted  to  show  the  con- 
trary. Indeed,  the  chief  interest  of  the  circular 
centres  round  tlieir  views  of  the  world's  consump- 
tion of  coffee.  They  inform  us  lliat  they  have 
taken  very  great  pains  of  late  to  ascertain  what 
*hat  really  is,  and  tiiey  have  come  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  in  the  year  1894  it  amounted  to  13,628,- 
710  cwt.,  or  21,^57,250  bags.— TVk  Statist,  i6th 
March. 


—One  hundred  pnnnds  reward  lins  been  offered 
hy  ihe  Union  Bank  lor  tlie  lecovery  ol  the  noles 
stolen  on  Saturday,  or  the  capture  o(  the  thief; 
but  at  present  there  is  little  or  no  ho|ie  of  a  cap- 
lure.  The  Cily  Police  saw  at  once  that  the  theft 
was  the  work  of  experts.  Men  who  practise  the 
art  of  stenling  Bank  of  England  notes  never  cash 
ihem  in  En^jlnnd.  They  take  them  to  the  Conti- 
nent or  Ameiica,  where  tliey  lind  e  ready  marki't 
for  them  among  nnprincipal  money-changers, 
Kecognisinj;  this  fact,  the  Cily  Police  on  Satmday 
telegraphed  the  numbers  of  the  stolen  notes  to  all 
llie  chief  police  ceiilres  of  Europe  and  .America, 
and  nslied  that  spcecial  watch  ini^lit  lie  kc|it  on 
Monte  Carlo  and  oilier  [•ambling  resorts, — Finan- 
cial  News,  2oth  Maich, 

— A|'art  from  the  political  distui'liances,  which, 
of  couise,  have  had  a  very  great  iiiHiieiice,  ihe 
low  Brazilian  exchange  is  mainly  due  to  the  man- 
nituile  of  ihe  imports.  People  have  ofien  asked 
how  it  happens  that  the  exchange  should  be  so 
low  when  the  coffee  crop  has  been  so  good  and 
prices  so  high.  The  eKplanalioii  is  that  apart  liom 
Ihe  political  distrust,  which  is  now  rapidly  coming 
lo  an  end,  the  main  cause  is  the  targe  imports. 
But  ihe  imports  for  some  time  have  been  falling 
off.  Evidenlly  they  h,id  been  overdone.  The 
market  is  over-supplied,  not  liecause  the  country  is 
impoverished,  but  simply  because  more  has  been 
imported  than  was  renlly  required.  Bnl  if  ihe  im- 
ports were  now  to  be  materially  checked  while  the 
expoits  continue  larj^e,  it  is  reasonable  to  concKidr 
that  the  exchange  will  improve.— .VAi/jJ/,  Miircli  16, 

—A  daring  theft  of  bank  notes  was  commilted 
on  Satuidiiy  aflermnm  at  the  premises  of  the 
Union  lianlc  of  Lomloii,  Princes-ntreel,  Cily,  the 
perpetrator  getting  clear  away  w'lh  his  booty. 
Slioitly  before  two  o'clock  one  ot  the  cashiers  at 
ihe  paying-in  connter  was  making  up  Ins  books 
for  balancing,  and  bad  just  commenced  the  count- 
ing of  his  notes  when  his  attention  was  distincled 
for  a  moment.  lie  turned  round  lo  reply  to  some 
question,  and  on  resuming  his  counting  he  at  once 
missed  a  bundle  of  iioiesoftbe  value  of  _^[,Soo, 
At  tlie  time  there  were  veiy  few  people  besides 
the  officials  in  the  bank,  and,  from  all  accounts, 
there  was  no  suspicious-looking  stranijer  present 
It  is  supposed  that  while  the  teller's  attention  was 
taken  away  someone  reached  over  and  took  up  the 
bundle.  The  counter  is  an  ordinary  one,  and  has 
no  rail  protection,  Ks  is  customary  iu  .-iome  banks. 
As  soon  ns  the  robbery  was  discovered  the  notes 
(Ihe  numbers  being  known)  were  stopped,  and 
information  was  given  to  the  City  Police.  The 
cashier  is  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  expeiicnced 
officials  in  the  Union  Itank,  liavini;  been  in  their 
service  for  over  thirty  years.  It  is  stated  that  the 
stolennoles  were  for  variinis  amounts,  some  being 
large,  and  were  all  Bank  of  England  notes.— /•'/- 
titwcidl  AVtw,  i6th  March.
